This is an answer to the letter from L, 
M. Enos in the May 5 Yodeler, First I . 
would like to introduce myself, I have 
been a member of Sierra Club since 19))3; 
I am on the Clair Tappaan Lodge Commit-~ 
tee and in charge of the ski patrol; and 
I am a second class skier and test judge, 

Has the writer of the letter ever been 
to Benson Hut himself? -I am sure that 
if he had, many of his questions would 
be answered. I will agree that the Ben- 
son Hut was expensive, but in its build- 
ing we learned many ways to cut costs 
on future huts, | ae 
_ Here in the Bay Area, $7,000 sounds 
like a lot of money for a one-room house. 
At 8,500 feet and five miles from the. 
nearest highway, it's a different story. 
Transportation of materials becomes the 
major expense and that can't be cut 
very much. Personally, I spent most 
of my weekends for three summer vaca~ 
tions working on the hut, and I would 
be glad to do it again if the occasion 
arises, . cole : 

Plans for a string of huts along the 
Sierra Crest from Echo Lake to Norden 
determined the location of Benson Hut 
In addition, it is easy to find ina © 
storm and has been used by ski tourers 
this season for shelter during storms, 
Snowbound tourers who had to break in 
have been careful and considerate in the 
use of the hut-~the only damage has been 
to windows on the upper level, a rela- 
tively minor matter, There is snow _ 
around the hut until the middle of June 
and there are springs on both sides of 
the ridge. Water can be had within 
twenty minutes from either spring. 

The Sierra Club did not pay for any 
part of Benson Hut. The total burden 
of building and paying for the hut was 
taken by the Clair Tappaan Lodge and 
paid for by winter enthusiasts, but 
work at the Lodge was not curtailed be- 
cause of the cost of the hute Construc~ 
tion costs required a loan from the 
Sierra Club, but it is being repaid by 
the Lodge, Clair Tappaan Lodgeis self 
sufficient and supports the huts which 
are not, Beside the initial cost of 
the hut and annual maintenance and re- 
Supply, cost of the hut would probably — 
come close to $100 which is paid for by 
the skiers who use Clair Tappaan Lodge 
“not the Sierra Club as a whole.

On the weekend of lay 10-11, I 
took a party to Benson, a girl complet- 
ing her third class test, a fourth class 
skier, and a man who had skied three 
times before this trip. Everyone made 
the trip in seven hours and no one was 
overly tired, A similar group made the 
trip on January 3-l with no trouble, 

The huts are placed primarily for easy 
finding in the winter, If there is a 
Site that is easily accessible (and has 
water available) in all seasons, let's 
build a hut there. But in the meantime, 
we shouldn't deny an increasing number 
of ski tourers the opportunity to ex- 
plore the areas away from the crowded

There are so many angles to any problem 
that it is hard for everyone to get the 
whole picture. Take Benson Hut as an 
example: As Lewis Clark has pointed out, 
most of us know it is one link of a chain 
of safety shelters to be built between 
Donner Summit and Echo Lake so that hun- 
dreds, instead of dozens, of skiers may 
enjoy ski-touring; but not so many know 
that huts on National Forest land must 
be open to public use free of charge.» 
Maintenance is part of the public service 
which is one of the reasons for the 
Sierra Club's existence, and which in- 
cidentally keeps the Club free of taxes 
to the extent of many hundreds of dollars
